GERMANY . 

The foreign correspondent of the Iowa 
smate Register writes from Heidelberg on 
the reception of the news of the Erie dia- 

aster 

Nearly all the railroads in Germany have 
double tracks, thus avoi ing one very fruit 
ful source of accidenta—collisions The 


traveller meets many trains daily, passing 
them at all points, And the most mgid regu 

tions are enforced relative to the passing 
oft slow fie ght or accommodation trains by 
exprr trains, A marked deviation from 
the time-table is quite sufficient to deprive 
the engineer or conductor of hi situation 
The velocity of trains is considerably les 
than in the United States. This arrange 
ment makes it much easier to run on time 
than is the case with a faster time-table 
In cuse the train is a very few moments be- 
hind time—a very rare occurrence—it is an 
easy mattersto increase the speed a little, 
and without danger. The moderate time- 
table also avoids all those accidents that so 
frequently occur on account of our break- 
neck rate of motion 

Another striking feature is the care with 
which railroads are constructed, The roads 
are graded with the greatest care. Upon 
the «ides of embankments grass is cultivated, 
and thus the washing away of the track is 
prevented, and its solidity completely pre 
served. Trees are also planted upon such 
places for the same purpose, The same pre 
cautions are observed im the of dee i 
cuts to prevent the rolling down of soil or 
In many places embankments aro 
made of stone.

What Is In the Moon. 


Is the moon habitable’ To this question 


the selenographer will reply by pointing out 
the mountains and its almost entirely vol 
canic features, its bare and arid surface 
soil it has its want of atmosphere, 
and the extremes of burning heat and more 
than artic cold to which it is in quick alter 
nation exposed. Vast saharas without a 
tingle Oasis; piles of mountains, but, unlike 
those of the Andes, Himalayas or Hindu- 
Kush, they have no snow-capped summits 
and woody sides, no streams and torrents, 
the beginnings of mighty rivers. In vain 
the eye searches for fertile valley or green 
meadow, or

“Tempered sun and winter, earth, and air, 


In changing composition ever mix,” 


There is no variation of color or appear- 
ance of surface which would indicate veze- 
tation or a change of seasons. The absence 
of such an atmospheric investment, with 
its attendant clouds, as is given to the earth, 
expoves the lunar surface to the direct and 
unbroken force of the sun's rays, which are 
also radiated back from it into space with 
out being refracted. The vaporous atmo 
phere which acts as a warm clothing to the 
earth is wanting tothe moon. The great 
extremes and rapid alternations of tempera- 
ture would of themselves renier animal 
life impossible, at least in such organisms 
as are found in the earth The alternation 
is that of unmitigated and burning sunshine 
continued for an entire fortnight, and an in- 
tensity of cold far exceeding that of our 
Arctic Winter for the same time We read 
Captain Stmart’s narrative of his travels of 
exploration into the interior of Australia, 
that in one place, **the ground was almost 
a molten surface, and if a match fell upon 
it, it immediately ignited.” But even this 
is quite tolerable when compared with the

| maximum heat of the v oon, which is esti 
mated by Althaus, the German physicist, to 
be eight hundred and forty degrees of Fah- 
renheit - it occurs on the twe nty accond day 
of lunation, or seven days after the day of 
full moon. This heat exceeds that of the 
fusing point of tin and lead. The greatest 
cold is abont a half a day after the first 
quarter; it is eqnivalent to ninety-two de 
grees Fahrenheit below rero, or one hundred 
ani twenty-four degrees below the freezing 
— which would suppose a fall of nine 
hundred ar thirty-two degrees in about 
fifteen days, Such a picture as this is «adly 
at variance with the sancuine views a 
vanced by the good Bishop of Cheater, John 
Wilkins, brother-in-law to Olver Cromwell, 
in **A Discourse tending to prove that ‘tis 
probable there may be another Habitable 
World in the Moon;” accompanied by a ee 
cond ** Discourse concerning the probability 
of a passage thither.” In rome of his 
guesses Bishop Wilkins was quite successful, 


valleys and spacious plains are to be found 
in the body of the moon; but he waa at 
fault, as we know now, in supposing that 
this satelite has an atmosphere ‘tof gross 
| vaporous air” immediately accompnuying ite 
body. He thinks it probable that there may 
be inhabitants in the moon, but, with be- 
coming caution, he does not venture to de- 
scribe them. Increasing, hower, in his faith, 
he suggests a belief of there being a parna- 
dise on the moon, as sucha place, he alleges, 
ought te be exempt from the extremes of 
heat and cold—a condition of things which 
he assumes for this plannet. Now-a-days, 
were one to indulge in speculations of this 
nature, and admit that they are really Lu- 
narians, we shoukl be compelled to believe 
that so far from enjoying an elysium, they 
are undergoing the torments of an /nferne, 
| to be described by another Dante. What 
rich materials for the genius of satire and 
song to people lunar regions with the doom- 
ed spirits of those who have acted promi- 
nent parts on the surface of our own earth 
from the beginning of the French revolution 
to the present time! The bishop believed 
that a voyage of discovery to the moon 
would be made at some future day. ‘* We 
have not,”’ he says, *‘ now any Drake or Co- 
lumbus to undertake this voyage, or any 
Dwedalus to invent a conveyance through the 


| air, However, I doubt not but that Time,

gate the atmospheric ocean by which we are 
surrounaue 1; atid even i cence contd re- 
veal tous the means of doing #0, our wro- 
nauts could not pass beyond the limits of 
this ocean, or a distance of between forty 
and fifty miles at the most. .Airless space, 
a dreary void, would furnish nothing to float 
in; but failing to offer the needed resistance 
to the surface of the distended balloon, this 
would be burst by the contained gas, and 
jthen would ensue a something woree than

Arnold's Treason. 


We extract from the addross of Professor 
Coppee, delivered to the graduating class of 
Weert Voint, a graphic version of the trea 
aon of Benedict Arnold, which as one of 
the most impressive lessonr of history, can 
not be too frequently reviewed by American 
youth, or bearkened to by men of mature 
years 

And now, gentlemen, let me spend the 
very short tine allotted to mein elaborating 
one thought of common interest to cadets, 
I find the text in the words of our immor 
tal Washington, and a few atatiatics of the 
Revolutionary history, doubless well known 
to you all, must be given to elucidate it. On 
the 22d of Beptember, 1780, General Arnold

To PResERVE GREENGAGES.—The fol 
lowing receipt appears to*be a good one :— 
Pick and prick all the plums, put them into 
a preserving-pan, with cold water enough to 
cover them; let them remain on the fire 
until the water simmers well; then take off, 





| and allow them to stand until half cold, put- 


ting the plums to drain. To every pound of 
plums allow one pound of sugar, which must 
be boiled in the water from which the plums 
have been taken; let it boil very fast until 


| the syrup drops short from the spoon, skim- 


ming carefully all the time. When the 
sugar is sufliciently boiled, put in the plums 
and allow them to boil until the sugar covers 
the pan with large bubbles; then pour the 
whole into a pan, and let them remain until 
the following day ; drain the syrup from the 
plums as dry as possible, boil it up quickly, 
and pour it over the plums; then set them 
by; do this a third and a fourth time. On 
the fifth day, when the syrup is boiled, put 
the plums into it, and let them boil fur a 
few minutes; then put them into jars. 
Should the greengages be over-ripe, it will 
be better to make jam of them, using three- 
fourths of a pound of sugar to one pound of 
fruit. Warm the jars before putting the 
sweetmeats in, and be careful not to boil the 
sugar to a candy 

Greencacr JamM.—When the plums are 
throughly ripe, take off the skins, stone, 
weigh, and boil them quickly without sugar 
for tifty minutes, keeping them well stirred ; 
then to every four pounds of fruit add three 
of luaf sugar reduced quite to powder, boil the 
preserve from five to ¢ ight minutes longer, 
and clear off the scum perfectly before 1t is 
poured into the jars. When the flesh of the 
fruit will not separate casi#ty from the stones, 
weigh, and throw the piums whole into the 
preserving-pan, boil them to a pulp, pass 
them through a sieve, and deduct the weight 
of the stones from them when apportionmg 
the sugar tu the jam. 

MELTED BuTTER.—Keep a pint stewpan 
Cut two ounces of 
butter into little bits, that it may melt more 
easily, and mix more readily; put it into the 
stewpan with a large teaspoonful of flour, 
and two tablespoonfuls of milk. When 
thoroughly mixed, add six tablespoonfuls of 
water; hold it over the fire. and shake it 
round every minute (all the while the same 
way) till it just begins to simmer; then let 
t stand quietly and boil up.
